Middletown, X. Y., Sept. 13.—Bur- 


ton W. Gibson, the New York law- 
yer, who was arrested at his office 
on a charge of murdering his client, 
Mrs. Rosa ilenschik Szabo. was lock- 
ed up Thursday night in a cell at 
police headquarters, to wait arraign- 
ment. His self-confidence and jaunt- 
ttness fled with his -arrival here. 
^ Deputy Sheriff DeGraw took his 
prisoner* not to the jail, but to a 
hotel, whea he reached here and had 
prepared to have 
him spend 
the 
night there, when County Judge 
Royce. who issued the warrant 
for 


Gibson's arrest, reached town shortly 
after 10 o'clock and ordered Gibson 
to jail. - 
"I heard about Gibson's trip 
to 


Middletown," Judge Royce said, "all 
the way home from Albany. It seem- 
ed to be in the nature of a tree show. 
There is no reason why he should be 
treated differently from any other 
prisoner. Lock him up in jail and 
keep him there until the arraign- 
ment." 
Besides the Szabo tragedy, there 


has been a chain of curious 
coin- 


cidences linking Gibson's name with 
cases of sudden death or- disappear- 
ance of-clients of the lawyer or" of 
persons connected in one wax or ait-- 
other with 'cases in which Jte was in- 
terested. The first of four such co- 
incidences occurred when Mrs. Alice 
•C. Rinnan- daughter of an aged "tvo- 
man whose property Gibson handled, 
•was murdered at her home • in 
the 


Bronx. The murder mystery was r.ev_ 
er solved. Gibson was held pending 
an Investigation, but was released on 
a habeas corpus writ and he recently 
brought suit for false arrest.

drowned in a shallow creek, and Geo.

Gibson talked all the way up from 


Xew York about the case against 
him and outlined his defense in de- 
tail."The name of the woman I am 
eharsed -with slaying," he said, "is 
not Szabo. It is Ritter: further, she 
is not the Viennese Mrs. Ritter at all 
My client was beginning to show the 
advance of age. She wanted to come 
up to Greenwood Lake and at her in- 
vitation I accompanied her.

The news dispatches from 
Wash 


ington and Beverly indicate that tin 
national administration believes iisel: 
confronted by the possible necessit> 
of extensive armed intervention bj 
this country in Mexico for the purpose 
of restoring peace there.

The turbulent condition of atfairs 


in Mexico is a matter

knowledge. The country is being 
harried by bands of

and bandits, and the Madero govern- 
ment has thus far been unable to sup- 
press them. Possibly Americans who 
have remained in Mexico are in dan- 
ger, but long ago they were warned 
to obtain safely by returning to tne 
United States. In this situation the 
American people as a whole can see 
no reason for war with Mexico, with 
its inevitable sacrifice of lives and 
money—for 
armed 
intervention 
of 


sufficient extent to restore order -would 
probably be resisted by the Mexican 
people and that would mean war in 
effect if not in name. The public re- 
alizes, moreover, that pressure is be- 
ing brought to bear upon the Presi- 
dent by financial interests 
whose 


heavy Mexican investments are im- 
periled. And neither ia that can it 
see a good reason for such interven- 
tion as seems to be contemplated. 


The Americans on this side of the 


Mexican border must be protected. 
Those in the interior of Mexico who 
are non-combatants must be assured 
the immunities 
of non-combatants. 


But if this country is drawn into war 
with Mexico, the cause must be more 
compelling' than any that has yet an- 
peared, or it will be in opposition to! 
the wishes of the people of the United 
States. And they would surely find 
the means to make their resentment 
effective.

The states of Wyoming, Utah. Colo- 


rado. California, Idaho and Washing- 
ton are equal suffrage states. Even 
stalwart regulars say there Is every 
Indication that Roosevelt will carry 
California, and his friends claim that 
be will get Washington and Idaho, 
with Colorado accounted doubtful. 
But even the most sanguine do not ex- 
pect he will get either Utah or Wy- 
oming. 


And yet the women may decide to 


make a showing for the party which 
declares for woman suffrage. 


Not a National Question. 


But troman" suffrage Is not a real 


national qu<&tion any more than the 
recall of jgaOges and Judicial decisions 
are" natioual. Our federal judges are 
appointed, for life, and It would mean a 
ref olntlon to change conditions so thai 
they could be recalled. The initiative 
and referendum is not a national 
question; it cannot be applied to na 
tional legislation, yet all these ques-. 
lions are made issues In national poli- 
tics. Therefore woman suffrage can 
be made such an issue.

and It Is not very apt to figure In a 
campaign where the personal equa 
tion cuts" so much of a figure.

Square into four blocks or sections, 
and using a different number for each 
of the four sections instead of 57 for 
one seetion as now. The square could 
be divided and I believe it should be 
divided into an 
eastern, 
westen;, 


nortrern arrd southern section. This 
would give four squares or numbers 
to be used, one designating each sec- 
tion. It would not only greatly re- 
lieve the 
telephone company, but 


three-fourths of the merchants whose 


property and business !s conducted on 
the public square. As a suggestion I 
would make the western section or 
block contain all the property west 
of Hudson avenue and Third street 
and between Locust and Railroad 
^treots; eastern block 
ail property 


east of Second street and between Lo- 
cust and Railroad street. North and 
south the portions between the east- 
em and western blocks and north and 
south of the public square. This ar- 
rangement would not only relieve the 
telephone companies, but as I said 
before three-fourths of the merchants 
would have no cause for alarm un- 
less their signal had been given. 


I use the telephone every time 57 


is sounded, as that is the quickest 
means of finding out, especially at 
night, whether my property is in 
danger, i would not need to call, un- 
less my number was sounded, under 
the suggested plan.

There is much to be said in favor »f 


planting fruit trees In tbe fall. In the 
first i/lace, there is a larger stock from 
which to select the trees. In the second 
place, there te wsuallj more tuue In the 
fall thau in the hurry of spring work. 
Besides this, the rains of the whiter 
•ettle the soil flrmiy around the roots 
of tbe tree*, so that they are ready 4o 
begin growth in spring at the earliest 
opportunity. 


Fall planting should not be begun too 


early. The leaves should be on*. True, 
they can be stripped by hand, and this 
hi not a few cases is done too soon in 
crowding times. The leaves shouid be 
left until by their beginning to fall it is 
seen that their Important and life giv- 
ing work is over. Their beginning to 
fall shows this, and any leaves that re- 
main can then be taken off—irfll come 
off easily—and the trees can be dug- 
This is usually about the beginning of 
November, and the planting may con- 
tinue as long as the ground is not 
frozen. 


As to the care of the trees, that is 


the same as hi spring planting. Tbe 
roots are to be exposed to the air as 
little as possible and on being brought 
home should be well covered In a 
trench in the garden or other well pro- 
tected place.until planted. The cover- 
Ing of the roots in the trench should 
be with the stems of the trees inclining 
at an angle of about 45 degrees toward 
the surface of the ground. In some 
cases it may be necessary to leave the 
trees in tbe trench until spring, aad 
this will be successful if the work is 
well done. The trench should be at 
least eighteen inches deep and the soil 
well worked in among the roots, and 
after a good raiu or two more soil 
should be thrown on. making the earth 
above the roots rounding and a foot or 
so above the surface of the ground. 


Perfect planting, other things being 


equal, consists in placing the tree as 
nearly as possible in the same condi- 
tion as that in which it was before be- 
ins removed.—National Stockman and 
Farmer. 


KEEP RATSJHJT OF CORN. 


Directions For Building a Crib That la 


Proof Against Them. 


Having an order to build a corn 


house guaranteed rat and mouse proof. 
I give the method employed, says a 
writer In the Orange Judd Farmer. 
The building is twelve feet long. Seven 
feet wide at floor and eight feet widu 
at eaves; seven foot post with a square 
pitch roof. Six heavy chestnut posjs 
were set; then the G by G inch sills were 
nut on. Floor timbers about 4 by 5 
nches were laid on tte sills. Over these 
was laid a covering of galvanized iron 
extending about two inches beyond tk>t 
timbers all around, this being bent 
down. Over this a double floor was 
laid. and the seams in the iron were

nailed thoroughly to the under side of 
the flooring. The frame (2 by 4 inch 
joist) was next set up. The slats, 2% 
by 1 Inch by seven feet long, were then 
nailed on. leaving an opening in one 
end for door three feet wide by seven 
feet.

The entire crib was then covered 


with fine galvanized wire cloth, three 
meshes to tbc inch, fastened to the 
metai on th'e floor timbers and extend- 
ing np to the roof line. The rafters 
were then pnt on, and over these more 
of the galvanized iron was nsed, bring- 
ing it well down on .the wire cloth and 
fastening securely.
